The prisoners took 
no hostages, and they never had 
a chance to escape. 
At the clim ax of the disturbance 
shortly after 8 p.m. E D T., 36 of 
44 available police patrol cars had 
surrounded the m axim um security

curred. By 9:10 p.m., guards re­ 
ported they had shaken down the 
last of the rioters anil returned 
them to their cells.
